I wish 
I could 
Invent 
a system 
or a plan 
whereby both sides of the stock gam­ 
blers would come to grief. 
As a bus­ 
iness man I can say I never made a 
dollar gambling in stocks, and I would 
as soon sit down to gamble with 
cards. 
Let me speak as a plain busi­ 
ness man. 
Wall street is not all of 
America, and there are some place? 
in New York even, that are not Wall 
street. 
The speculators are parasites 
feeding upon values and creating none.

Chicago, March 29.—The c ontrover­ 
sy over a wage scale between the gen­ 
eral managers of the'western railroads 
and their employes In the train service 
cannot be arbitrated, and the only way 
in which a strike can be averted is 
for the officials of the roads to make 
terms with the men.

bly awaiting their intervention.

are not unmindful

right in the matter, and we are ne* 
going to do anything hastily.
